YOKOHAMA, 

Our advices from this port by the present mail are of only 
three days’ later dates than those received via San Francisco on 
the 2nd inst. and published in our issue of that date. There is 
no news of importance. The Occidental and Oriental Company’s 
steamer Oceanic arrived at San Francisco on the 26th ult, with 
advices extending to the 11th ult. The subjoined summary of 
news has been telegraphed to New York :— 

The largest fire in Tokio since April, 1872, occurred on Nov. 
29, commencing just before midnight, ‘and lasting about eight 
hours. Sixty-five streets, containing 5,000 houses, were tot ly 
destroyed. Te is believed that fifty lives were lost. ‘The loas of 
Property is estimated at $10,000,000. The residence of the 
Austrian Minister was burned, and that of the United States 
Minister narrowly escaped. Prompt and effective measures for 
the relief of the sufferers, have been taken by the.Government. 
The burned region is being rapidly rebuilt, with the introduction. 
of great improvements, 

¢ Imperial Family will unite at Kioto for the performance 
of religious ceremonies at their ancestral tombe about the middle 
of January. The Empress has already arrived there. The Em- 
press Dowager and the Emperor start from Tokio on January 8 
and 14 reepectively. ° ; 

Mayebara and eleven other leaders of the recent insurrection 
were beheaded on December 3. Others were variously punished 
by imprisonment and deprivation of rank. 

A proclamation has been issued declaring free trade between. 
Saghalien and the open ports of Japan, no duties to be exacted 
until further notice, 

Riots have occurred among the farmers of the central’provinces; 
owing to their dissatisfuction with the taxes imposed upon them. 
The riots have no political significance whatever. 

Tn conformity with an imperial recommendation a school has 
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‘een established for noble families, to the support of which the 
Emperor contributes $15,000 yearly. 

Regulations have been issued for the insportation of opium for 
medicinal purposes, Hitherto this drug has been entirely se- 
cluded from Japan. 

Preparations for the annual industrial exposition at Kioto are 
now rapidly progressing. 


NAGASAKI 

“The Cosmopolitan Press learns from a Japanese informant that 
over 180 of the Shizoku of Fukuoka, Akizuki and Kummomoto 
committed Aara Kiri, All these were young men above the 
age of fifteen years, only a few having reached the age of thirty. 
In one instance that he witnessed of this extraordinary madness 
the suicide displayed the most unparalleled sang-froiid and ori- 
ginality ; he seated himself, and grasping his sword at both ends, 
raising it over his head, with one effort cut his head clean off, 
which rolled upon the floor. 

The Rising Sun says business in Nagasaki is fearfully dull. 
On all sides there are complatpts, and the depression in tea busi- 
ness is something alarming. Indeed, it is understood merchants 
cannot now realise, except at great sacrifice, and those best in- 
formed are the staunchest in prophesying a panic nex 
no former year has the tea trade been so unremuner 
the prospect of any improvement is very remote. 

On the 24th Nov. a fire broke out in the stables attached to 
the soldiers’ temporary quarters at Kumamoto. ‘I'wo camps were 
destroyed. ‘The fire originated in the careless use of a lamp by 
one of the night sentries. 

The Japanese are exulting over the agricultural prospects 
throughout the country. This year’s harvest will, according to 
those best informed, outrival that of any former year.

CHINA. 


TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent of the North China Herald writes from this 
port as follows :— 


Conflicting accounts have been for some time past coming to 
our ears coucerning the amount of suffering among the country 
people, or likely to be endured by them during the coming 
winter, he facts, as gathered by several gentlemen who have 
been travelling in different parts of the country, seem to be 
these :—There has been great unevenness in the crops in differ- 
ent localities, varying as the rains have fallen in greater or less 
abundance. “The range of variation in the yield of the autumn 
crops has been very great—from 3-l0ths to 8-10ths, according 
to the statements of the Chinese. This does not include the 
wheat crop, which was almost a total failure. The best yield 
has been from the small millet, the great dependence of the 
common people. The large millet, or kaoliang, and the Indian 
corn were attacked while in the milky state by worms, and se- 
riously injured. Beans, cotton, aud sweet potatoes fall consi- 
derably below the average yield. The people are resorting to 
all sorts of economical shifts to save their small supply of winter 
food. Roots and leaves of trees are cooked with the grain, which, 
in many cases, is not separated from the husks or chaff, and 
the gravest fears are expressed as to the amount of suffering 
the winter is likely to witness. In some sections the young 
men are ssid to be going away in search of something to do 
and to eat, leaving the little grown for those who cannot go. 
Many are sveking employment and reduced to beggary on the 
Btreets of Tientsin. 

It was stated some time ago that Mr. Tong King-sing had been 
deputed to visit the coal mines near Tientsin, ‘The exploring 
‘party have returned, satisfied apparently that the mines can be 
worked with good results. We hope the Government will be 
ipersuaded to take steps to develop them. 

Flouting ice was reported on the 20th Nov., in the neighbour- 
hood of Tuku, and a north-easter is looked for as a possible con- 
tingency at any moment.

SOOCHOW. 

A correspondent of the North China Daily News writes as 
follows, under date 21st Not 

The Fu-tai has issued a proclamation, setting forth the text, 
and the details of the Chefoo Conference, and giving in full the 
history of the Margary affair. He sets forth the advantages of 
commerce with foreign Powers, that China is at peace with then, 
and that foreigners must be treated with respect and kindness, 
It is many times the usual length, and is posted in all prominent 
places, All say it is everything that could be desired. 

For ten days there have been frequent fires—the people all 
say daily, Before the rain it might have been accounted for by 
everything beingdry. ‘There wasa large fire yesterday at 4.4.5 
another this afternoon, which is not yet fully extinguished, 
Near the city, outside the West gate, are limekilns ; the other 
night there was a conflagration which illuminated the heavens ; 
seven of their great stacks of straw were burnt, valued at several 
hundred dollars. 

One of the finest sections between the Yang-tsze and the Tsien- 
tang rivers is the country directly east of the city of Huchow, 
Besides many places of considerable size, there are three larze 
market towns, each of a population of 50,000, ten miles from 
ch other, forming a triangle, Wu-tsen, Nan-tsin, and Sang-lin. 
Besides being in the centre of the silk district, they have a large 
trade in hogs, sheep, potatoes, &c. At this time trade is very brisk ; 
in the mornings all the country people come in to buy a few 
ounces of fish, a little oil, a few cash worth of vegetables, &c., 
so the streets are thronged. 

Travelling on the Grand Canal, one sees improvement. A 
good tow-path has been put in repair; new and beautiful bridges 
are built which would be an ornament to any country. 


SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
December ; the English mail from London Oct. 13 was received 
on the 26th November. The North China Jerald coutains the 


following summary of news :— 

‘The Woosung Railway was re-opened for public traffic on the 
Ist December. A translation of the Taoutai’s proclamation re- 
specting the arrangement made with Mr. Mayers at Nanking, 
and also six Rules agreed to between the Taoutai and H.B.M.’s 
Consul, “for the safer conduct of the traffic,” have been pub- 
lished. The Taoutai’s proclamation states fairly enough the cir- 
eumstances of the case. It of course reverses the real position, 
which is that the payment is purposely spread out in order to 
give the officials a plausible reason in the eyes of their people for 
consenting to the resumption of a traftic which they had de- 
nounced ; but that is only a way of putting it. The main point 
is that the trains sl run, and it is regrettable that a month 
should have been already lost. The delay in this respect was 
not attributable to the Chinese ; and we cannot very well under- 
stand why train+ should not have recommenced running, at least 
to Kongwan, directly affairs were settled. The regulations for 
the safe conduct of the traflic are clear and to the point, and will 
no doubt be effective. 1t ia sincerely to be hoped that they 
will prove so, for the occurrence of any accidents will no doubt 
tend to weaken the future prospects of the line ; and immunity 
from such will give it a much better chance of permanence. 

We mentioned some time ago that Mr. Mayers had succeeded 
while at Nanking, in obtaining the assent of the Taoutai to the 
road extensions which he had hitherto opposed. ‘The letter on 
this subject to the Consular body, which is published with the 
Municipal minutes, is written presumably in consequence of this 
arrangement, ‘The two new roads which are there augzested— 
from Carier-road to Siceawei-road, and from Siceawei to Jess- 
field will no doubt be appreciated by-and-by ; hut the two finst- 
named extensions are those which are most wanted. 
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The departure of «u€ present mail steamer bas been postponed 
for thiryiatx boure, to enable the members of the Chinese Em- 
Dassy to proceed thereby. The delay has been authorised by 
Bir Jiomes Wade on behalf of the Government, so far as rega 
the departure trom contract time ; but it is likely that the Zra- 
vancore will atill get away from’ Hong Kong on her due date. 
‘Homeward steamers nearly always make a long stay there, beiug 
allowed too much time on the run duwn ; sv the detention, on 
this occasion, will merely be at Shanghai instead of in the South. 
Apart from their desire to get on with their journey, the Envoys 
quite appreciate, we believe, the advantage of landing calwly 
from the P. and O. steamer in, London, at their own time ; 
instead of being hustled out of a’ Channel steamer unkempt and 
unshaven, after poscibly a rough passage across the Chaunel and 
certainly a long railway journey through France. ‘There is a 
good deal in first impressions, and there is a great difference be- 
tween the appearance of a man travelstained aud weary, aud a 
mandarin carefully dressed in full and proper costume. 

A Tuneghow correspondent, writing on the 20th Nov., says: 
You will probably ave heahd ‘ofthe sob ab Alze: Mateer’s, 
during Mr. Mateer's absence. All the Presbyterian Mission, ex: 
cepting Mrs. Mateer and Mrs. Mills’s two youngest children, are at 
Chefoo attending presbytery. On the 16th Nov. a number of 
soldiers began beating the husbaud of Mrs. Matecr’s amah.

O. B. Bradford, a song by a lady amateur, and a pianoforte solo 
by another lady amateur, being much ‘appreciated. A long 
address by Mr. Wheatley, in advocacy of temperance principles, 
was listened to with great attention. Altogether a very enjoy- 
able evening was spent. 

We hear that the committee of the Skating Club purpose 
erecting a shed of the same extent as last year, but with ouly 
two instead of three avenues, so that there will Le much more 
open space.

mensem for senior, avd Tls. 700 for assistant Envoys ; and the 
expenses of the mission are apparently to be paid by the Govern- 
ment.

We are exceedingly glad to hear that a movement is likely 
soon to be set on foot to present Mr. Medharst with a testi-

The trial trip of Messrs. Farnham and Co.’s new stern wheel 
steamer Pao Kong took place on Nov. 28. It was intended she 
should be taken as far as the Customs’ Signal Station at Woo- 
sung and back, a distance of about twenty-six miles. This, 
however, was not carried out. Everything worked satisfactorily 
till near Gough’s Island, when something went wrong with the 
feed pump, which would not draw water for the boilers, where- 
upon the engines had to be stopped and the anchor dropped in 
order that the defect might be remedied. A similar defect might 
cccur to any steamer, so that the trial trip may not be said alto- 
gether to have been a failure, her performances from starting 
till the pump gave out. being highly satisfactory, and on the 
first ooeesion of her going fout last week she kept pretty well 
up with the C.M. Company’s steamer Kiang-kwan. It is but 
fair to state that Messrs. Farnham and Co, were aware that the 
feed pump was not exactly in proper working order before the 
steamer started, but as they aid not wish to disappoint the in- 
vited guests they concluded to let her go and trust to the chapter 
of events to get back safe again. 

The following are the dimensions and particulars of the Pro 
Kong :—Length, 158 feet ; breadth, 28 feet ; draft, 7 feet ; with 
a carrying capacity of about 1,000 tons measurement, and her 
registered tonnage is 466 tons. On the trial she only Grew three 
feet. Her engines, of which there are two, one on each quarter, 
are high pressure ‘of 60-horse power nominal exch, capable of 
being worked up to about 150-horse power effective each. She 
‘has two boilers, the tops of which are level with the upper deck, 
and, with the smoke-stack, are well forward, while the steam is 
conducted to the engines through a pipe which runs along under 
the upper deck. On this deck are the cabins, saloon, officers’ 
quarters, aud wheelhonse. The cabins will accommodate sixty- 
five Chinese passengers, and, in addition to this, there is accom- 
modation forward fora few first-class. The vessel is 
and, consequently, can carry a large cargo on a very liz 
She has not been coppered yet, that being left till some future 
iperiod, if necessary. Her hull’ is composite, having iron frame- 
work, and her planking is three inches thick. "The upper portions 
of her sides are of iron, so that, with the wood and iron, she is 
very strong. With 80 Ibs, of steam on the wheels made twenty- 
two revolutions per minute, while, with 73 lbs. of steam, the 
revolutions were reduced by two turns in the aame time. The 
ship, engines, and everything connected with her have been built 
and constructed in Shanghaj under the superintendence of Messrs. 
Blethen and Simpson, to io much credit is due. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 7th Dec.; the French mail from London 
Oct. 29 arrived out on the 30th Noy., and the fullowing P. and 
O. mail of Oct. 27 was received on the 4th Dec. The Overland 
China Bail supplies the following itews of intelligence :— 

The jury have acquitted Mr. Gillies, the Secretary of the Hong 
Kong and Whampoa Dock Company, of the charge of having 
caused the death of a Chinaman, The China Mail gives the fol- 
lowing summary of the case, which places the nature of the charge 
in a clear light :— 

It is admitted by the prosecution, by the defence, and by the 
Chief Justice, that Mr. Gillies’s statement lays the foundation 
of the case; and an examination of this statement, in connection 
with the unimpeachable testimony of the English witnesses, will 
sive us an outline of the first picture. At three o’clock in the 
afternoon Commander Jephson laid a hawser from the starboard 
side of the Narcissus, right across the slip of land between the 
two docks, to the inshore eastern buoy. ‘The ship commenced to 
rove out at half-past five o'clock, and ten minutes afterwards 
she was nearly a third part out of the dock. At this point the 
Lawser got foul of two mud-punts, which were fastened to the 
pier head nearest the buoy, and on the order of Commander Jeph- 
son, Mr. Gillies went and cleared it, pushing over one of the coolies 
xs he did #0. This was done at about twenty minutes before six, 
in a light by means of which the dock manager said “he could 
read anewspaper.” At six, or five minutes after six, the bow 
of the Narcissus was well clear of the dock, and at eight or ten 
iuinutes past six the gunner and others came down the whole 
length of the pier and asked Mr. Gillies to give them a passage 
Sacbburd:. The rennedt cwascgracted: and immediately on the 
«ig's return, Mr. Gillies followed them on board the ship of war. 
‘Chis fully acconuts for Mr. Gillies’ stay on shore, and takes us 
up to six-fifteen or aix-twenty ; and subsequently the accused, 
atter remaining on board to see the vessel safely moored, left for 
Hong Kong about seven o'clock. Inaccordance, therefore, with the 
‘ ion of the case,") backed by the reliable 
ve of events from the Nareissus officers, any act of vio- 
ieuce committed by the accused in connectivu with the anxious 









































time of undocking would have been committes at the time the 
ship was in the critical condition stated to exist just hefore the 
foul hawser was cleared—viz., some time before six o'clock, and 
while the vessel was still two-thirds in dock—upon the body af 
one of the four or five men engaged in lowing the mud-punts, and 
not upon any of themen who were engaged on the opposite side 
of the pier in hauling the vessel out of dock. No evidence is 
given to show that the admitted assault had at the time any 
serious effects; but evidence of the most convincing kind is brought 
forward to the effect that no coolie was lying on any part of the 
pier up to certainly a quarter past six. The picture shown by 
the prosecution is a very different one to that presented by the 
light of the English evidence. From it we find that the five coolies, 
te., the four native witnesses and the man who is stated to have 
subsequently died —were engaged towing the ship from half-past 
five till she was clear of the dock, and that they did not leave 
the vessel till then (ce., till past six) ; and that they then, not 
having any other work to do, went to tow the mud-punts to an- 
other partof the dock. We find that no hawser was laid across the 
pier whatever, and that consequently it never could have got foul 
of the punts in any way. And we find that the anxious critical 
period having , Mr. Gillies came up to the five punts 
coolies, and without reason, cause, or provocation, struck two 
men (one of whom fell down), then kicked the fallen man twice 
in the belly, and left him lying on the ground like a dog until he 
was dead and was ultimately taken a by the police, No 
attempt appears tc have been made *o trace the body of the man 
who was admittedly pushed or kivzed by the accused ; and, 
thus, if the jury took the “ foundation of the case” in its entirety, 
and accepted the Varcisexs testimony, they found an impassable 
gap over which they could not even leu P ind preserve their oath 
inviolate, in the face of the other manifest. discrepancies of the 
Chinese evidence and its general improbability. We are of opi 
nion, therefore, that, considering all the facts and circumstances 
of the case, the jury were driven to the alternative, either to be- 
lieve that Mr. Gillies, without any cause, provocation, or object 
whatever—after all incentive to anxiety or anger had pass 
away - had kicked the deceased man to death during the fie 
minutes just before he went on board the frigate, and while 
waiting the return of his gig; or to disbelieve the evidence as 
laid before them by the prosecution. There appears to us to be 
no middle course in deciding “upon the evidence,” and it is 
matter for congratulation that the jury possessed the good sense, 
acumen, and courage to decide in favour of the accused. 

A public meeting of those interested in horticulture took 
place on the 23rd Nov., but did not result in any definite resulu- 
tions, It is hoped, however, that the usual flower-show will be 
possible without a public meeting. 

The temperance movement continues to flourish, On the 23rd 
Nov. a public tea and entertainment was given at the Temper- 
ance Hall under very favourable circumstances. About one hun- 
dred and fifty sat down to tea in the lower rooms, and after par- 
taking of a substantial meal they adjourned to the upper rooms, 
in which the entertainment took place, and there the numbers 
were greatly augmented, there being at least two hundred 
and fifty persons present. The Rev. Mr. Baynes occupied the 
chair (a rather imposing piece of furniture, by-the-bye), and in 
his usual happy manner conducted the proceedings, eliciting 
roars of laughter by his quaint remarks. 

The Local Government Gazette notifies the approval by the Home 
Governmentof the appointment of the Hon. James Russell to be 
Acting Attorney General of the Colony. The Chinese Mail says 
it has received authentic news from Peking in regard to the 
movements of the Chinese Embassy to the United States, Peru, 
and Spain, and states that intelligence circulated a short time 
ago by a local native paper, as to the different persons compos- 
ing this mission and their salaries, is premature, as the list. of 
the diplomatic and consular corps has not yet been submitted to 
the Government, and, so far, the various appointments as re- 

ported have not been made, though it is probable that they will 
be proposed by the Minister elect, and approved by the Go- 
vernment. 

The half-holiday movement it appears is likely to fail, the 
opinion of the Chamber of Commerce being in favour of the 
step by only a very small majority—too small to secure its being 
carried out. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the Canton Insurance Com- 
pany took place on the 7th December, at the offices of Messrs. Jai- 
dine Matheson, and Co., the general agents, the Hon, W. Kes 
wick in the chair.

The Governor-General of the Philippines, by decree dated 
2lst Nov., has enacted that from the Ist January next the dues 
now levied on account of light-houses, the harbour. master, and 
for dredging purposes are to be consolidated into one tax, to be 
called the impost of navigation, and to be levied only in those 
ports of the Philippines that have been opened to foreign com- 
merce. This impost is to be on the tonnaye of vessels at the 
rate of 8 cents per ton on all classes of vessels from the high 
sens, no-matter from whence they come, 2 cents per ton on 
coasters under twenty tons, and 5 cents per ton on the same 
measuring twenty-one tons and upwards. The following vessels, 
are exempted from paying this navigation impost :—! ish 
men-of-war ; Spanish and foreign merchantmen, and also foreign 
men-of-war, which arrive in distress, which tranship cargo into 
other vessels, or discharge cargo to take it in again afterwards.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 14th December ; the P. and O. mail from London Nov. 10 
awas received on the 11th December. We take the following 
items of intelligence from the Straits Times :— 

The meetings of the Legislative Council held since the date 
of our last summary have not been brimful of results, and with 
the exception of forwarding some Bills, which have already 
‘een noticed, and a discussion upon the Penang Post-office, no- 
thing of any particular interest has formed a thome for our 
legislators, with the exception of an explanation or justification 
of the policy of the Government, given by Sir William Jervois, 
in reply to a question regarding the agreement entered into 
by the chiefs of the Nine States, by which all differences 
among them in future shall be arbitrated upon by the Ma- 
harajah of Johore. Notwithstanding the interest which the 
question of the trial of Sultan Abdullah and the Chiefs who 
were charged with complicity in the murder of Mr. Birch 
is naturally creating, the jovernment vouchsafed no reply to a 
question by Mr, Adamson as to the course which is proposed to 
be adopted relative to the trial, the Governor simply declinin, 
to give information pending the resolution which the Coloni 

fice may come to. The unpleasant announcement made at the 
commencement of the session in relation to our finances is now 
being brought home to us, and it has been decided by the Govern- 
ment that light-houses and other public works, of a most neces- 
sary character, which had already been in course of erection, 
shall be stopped, owing to the drain upon our finances by ad- 
vances to the Native States, and that course has been adopted 
after $142,000 had been expended in those works. 

‘The difficult problem of the best means of grappling with 
the Chinese secret societies which has been discussed in our 
columns is still occupying public attention. Many here are in 
favour of the remedies suggested by Mr. Pickering ; others, who 
have had much experience, share with our Hong Kong contempo- 
raries a doubt as to their efficacy, but though our correspondents 

advance many good principles in theory the only detined practi- 
cable suggestions come from Mr. Pickering. A correspondent, 
“Lex,” who has dissected the various arguments, and has fa- 
voured us with several communications upon the subject, sug- 
gests the education of the Chinese to ensure confidence in our 





administration in their minds, and as a result distrust in the-ac- 
tions of the secret society leaders, but with a people particularly 
jealous and imbued with an innate inordinate sense of their own 
self-importance and keenness of Percep' ‘ion a course of such edu- 
cation would take years to accomplish, and would then not be 
likely, if it ever would, to result beneficially to the class who are 
made the victims of the designing leaders whose interest is to 
flatter dupes with their importance, thus encouraging the weak- 
nesses which are their bane, and which militate aguinst us. 

We are glad to be able to announce that our telegraphic com- 
munication is now complete, and we are assured the laying of 
the cable between Rangoon and Penang will be commenced as 
soon as the laying of the one between Aden and Bombay, which 
is now in progress, shall have been completed. We may con- 
clude when this happy result shall have been accomplished that 
there will be no likelihood of a repetition of the isolation from 
which we have been only lately released. 

‘At last some little increase of pay is to be given to the sub- 
inspectors of police. Three in Singapore, two in Penang, and 
one in Malacca are to receive $45 per month each; six in Singa- 
pore, three in Penang, and one in Malacca are to have $40, or 
the magnificent addition of $5 all round. If double this had 
been proposed it would have been only fair, but as it has no 
been it looks like paltriness. 

His Imperial Chinese Majesty’s screw corvette Yang Woo, 
Captain P. Luxmore, C.B., R.N., from Foochow and Hong Kong, 
anchored in the roads on the 7th Dec., and exchanged the com- 
plimentary salute with Fort Canning. She is commanded by 
an English naval officer, is armed with nine heavy guns, has a 
complement of two hundred and fifty men and is bound on a 
foreign cruise. 

The average Note Circulation of the local branches of the 
banks in Singapore and Penang during the month of November 
was as follows :—Oriental Bank, Singapore, $163,075 ; Chartered 
Mercantile Bank, Singapore, $376,665, Penang, $284,455 ; Char- 
tered Bank of India, Siugapore, $530,475, Penang, $129,940, 

The Acting Chief Justice opened the Civil Sittings on the 1ith 
Dec. No case was heard, but several motions were made, and 
the usual amount of preliminary talk took place. The Civil-Court 
Sittings stand adjourned till the 14th Dec., and the A: Chief 
Justice expects to be relieved on the arrival of the French mail 
next week.

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THE OPIUM TRADE AND THE NEW 
CONVENTION. 

We have been requested by the Sceretary of the Anglo-Oriental 
Society for the Suppression of the Opiun Trade to give publicity 
to the following correspondence 
To the Right Hon. the Earl of Derby, P.C., Her Majesty's Principal 

Seoretary of State for Foreign Atfirs, 

My Lord,— The Témes and other newspapers haying published what 

purports to be the substance of a Conventioncon cluded by Sir Thomas 
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ee 
‘Wade with the Government of China, in'which, among other important 
articles, some concessions appears tobe made to China, in respect to 
the levying of duties upon Opium, we venture to take the opportunity 
of reminding your Lordsbip that a considerable namber of Her Ma- 
jesty’s subjects who have no direct interest in our general commercial 
relitions with China do most sincerely desire that something should 
be done to relieve our countzy from the charge which is brought, they 
believe with justice, against us, of upholding the Opium trade with 
China by our military supremacy, to the serious injury of the popula- 
tion of Ching, and in violation of the plainest dictates of justice and 
umanity. 

The third article of Section III, of the new Convention, inasmuch as 
it recognises the right of the Chinese Government to control the Opium 
‘rade within their own territory in the manner they deem most expe- 
dient for the national welfure, appears to us to be astep in the right 
direction, and we trust that it will meet with your Lordship's appro- 

ation, 

At the same time, we may be permitted to point out that if Opium 
be thus, for well-known reasons, recognised as ‘an exceptional com- 
modity,” it is extremely undesirable that Her Majesty's Goverament 
should even appear to extend to it any unusual support. We trust, 
therefore, that in case your Lordship should seo At to, advise Her 
Majesty to ratify this Convention, you will take the opportunity to 
assure the Government of China that Great Britain bas no desire to 
coerce them to receive our opium ; that proposals from China intended 
to secure the diminution or suppression of the trade in Opium will al- 
ways receive the most favourable consideration from Her Majesty's Go- 
yernment ; and also that your Lordship will cause provision to be made 
in the Convention for its revision ata not very distant date, witha view 
to still further development of the policy now happily inaugurated.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY TO ENGLAND. 
(NORTH CHINA HERALD.) 

The despatch of a Chinese Embassy to permanently represent 
the Emperor of China at the English capital riarkés'a great 
change from the early days of our intercourse, when Foreign 
Envoys were regarded as tribute-bearing barbarians, and the 
possibility of the Solitary Man condescending to send a repre- 
sentative at all, much less to apologise for a wrong, to the Sove- 
reign of a Western State, would have been scouted as mon- 
strous. The improvement of our political relations with 
China and the extevsion of our intercourse may be slow, 
but it is at least steadily continuous. It is only eighty 
years ago that we read of a Dutch Embassy “brought to the 
capital like malefactors, treated when there like beggars, and 
sent back to Canton like mountebanks, to perform the three 
times three prostrations at all times and before everything their 
conductors saw fit; these on their part standing by aud laughing 
at their embarrassment in making the evolutions in their tight 
clothes. ‘They were not allowed a single opportunity to speak 
about business, which the Chinese never associate with an Em- 
assy, but were entertained with banquets and theatrical shows, 
and performed many skilful evolutions themselves upon their 
skates, greatly to'the Emperor’s gratification, and received, more- 
over, a present of broken victuals, which had not only been 
honoured by coming from the Emperor’s own table, but bore 
marks of his teeth and good appetite.” It is only sixty years 
since Lord Amherst’s Mission was summarily dismissed from 
the capital without an audience, because the Ambassador would 
not perform the sotow. sThe wara of 1842 and 1858, after 
which peace was dictated in, respectively, the southera and 
northern capitals, had progressive effect in persuading the 
Chinese that the barbarians had at least the power to en- 
force, if they were not entitled to, respect; and subse- 
quent events have come one after another, slowly, if often 
unsatisfactorily, to shake still further their conviction of 
immeasurable’ superiority. After the massacre of Tientsin 
the Peking Government had to send Chung-how on a mis- 
sion of apology to France. Subsequently they had to admit 
the Foreign Ministers to an audience, the circumstances of which 
they did their best to narrow in public estimation, but which 
still abandoned the fotow, and was at least a step towards a 
recognition of equality. And now, after the Yunnan outrage, 
they have been required not only to send a mission of apology 
to England, but to establish a permanent embassy at the Court 
of St. James's, Every attempt to repel foreign intercourse 
has led to its extension ; every explosion of intolerance 
has obliged them to descend one step further from the 
pedestal “of exclusivism and superiority upon which they 
imagined themselves to stand. And this time the innovation 
has been a greater one than before ; not only is an official, well 
qualified by his rank and reputation to fill the post, appointed 
Ambassador to London, but the rules for the guidance of foreign 














envoys which we publish elsewhere show that the Inte memorial 
of the Tsung-li Yamen iu favour of the principle of foreign em- 
bassies is not meant to remain a dead letter. We have already 
learned the appointment of Consuls to New York and San Fran- 
ciso, and the intention to send a Chinese Minister to Washington 
was also indicated. However unwillingly the Chinese have been 
persuaded to take these steps, and however unsatisfactory the 
¢auses that have led to their propulsion on the forward path, 
there can be no question that progress is implied. ‘The men who 
consent to send high mandarins as Ambassadors to England and 
America have come to see things differently from those who 
guided the counsels of Hienfung, and encouraged him to direct 
the utter extermination of the barbarian broot There is very 
much to be learned yet; but a much clearer appreciation of the 
relative position of Eastern and Western nations is very evi- 
dently dawning upon the more intelligent and influential Chinese 
Statesmen; and the very steps that are being now taken can 
hardly fail to lead to further enlightenment.

The Rajah of Sarawak—An Accountof Sir James Brooke, K.C.B., 

LLD., given chiefly through Letters and Journals.—By GER- 
trupE L. Jacos. London : Macmillan and Co. 

This work comes somewhat late after the death of the well- 
known Rajah Brooke, which took place in 1868, but the fulness 
of the particulars which it supplies of his difficult and adven- 
turous life fully compensate for the delay in its publication. All 
who have had their attention directed to Sir James Brooke’s 
career at Sarawak will peruse the work with satisfaction, while 
to the large number to whom the facts narrated are entirely new it 
will be of still greater interest. Some years ago a narrative enti- 
tled the English Rajah was drawn up by the authoress of the pre- 
sent volume for the Monthly Packet, but was delayed in publica- 
tion in consequence of the late Mr. John C. Templer being 
unable, as he had intended, to fulfil a hope long cherished by him 
of compiling the Rajah’s Biography. This manuscript forms the 
basis of the present narrative, and the authoress has received 
valuable aid from large numbers, who were personally acquainted 
with the subject of the memoirs, among whom were Admiral 
Keppel, Mr, W. H. Read, member of the Singapore Legislative 
Council, and many others well known in the East. The present 
narrative will be welcomed no leas on its intrinsic merits than as 
a complete refutation of many of the calumnious charges which 
were freely made against him at the commencement of his career. 
It shows that he was actuated in the course which ended in his 
obtaining the Rajahship of Sarawak by thoroughly upright 
motives, and that he carried them to their conclusion in a way 
that reflected well both upon his honour and his courage. 
General G. L. Jacob in a preface to the work speaks in 
forcible language upon this point, and relates how in 1853 
an offer was made to him by Mr. Read, of Singapore, to intro- 
duce him to Rajah Brooke, and how he at firet hesitated to ac- 
cept it, but having done so waa fully satisfied of the groundless- 
ness of the charges which were made against him. He concludes 
his preface by justly observing that Rajah Brooke's life furnishes 
a lesson in the Government of Eastern peoples which those who 
have to deal with them would do well to study, and that it shows 
with what facility a false cry may be raised, and, in the name of 
humanity, how humanity may suffer.

Captain Francis Henry Woodgate, of the Bengal Staff Corps, has 
been killed by a fall from Wolverhithe Cliff, at St. Leonards. Captain 
Woodgate entered the Indian army in February, 1857, and served 
with the volunteer cavalry with General Havelock's force from its 
first taking the field in July, 1857. He was presont in the va- 
rious actiona which preceded the relief of Lucknow, at the subse- 
quent defence of the Residency, and at the final assault and capture of 
Lucknow. He afterwards commanded the cavalry of the Kupoorthulla 
contingent in all the actions in which that force was engaged. In 
1860 he went to China with the 8h Punjab Infurtry, and served 
throughout the campaign of that year, including the assault and 
capture of the Taku forts aud the occupation of Peking.

SHIPBUILDING FOR THE NAVY. 

From the periodical return of the strength of the Royal Navy, just 
issued, we find that more vessels have been added to the list Within 
the last six months of the past year than in asinilar period for some 
time past, According to that return no less than 11 vessels of various 
tonnage and power have been launched in that period, and at the pre- 
sent time there niler construction at the various Government 
Dockyards and by private firtas 3 other ous sizes, including 13 
ordered tu be built within the six month The vessels re- 
cently launched and in course of completion for sea are the Emerald, 
Ruby, and Turquoise, composite screw corvettes to earry 14 guns ench, 
of 1,864 tons, and eagines cf 2,100 indicated horse power. The first 
named was built at Pembnoke Dockyard, and the two others by 
Earle's Shipbuilding Company at Hail, ‘The Turquoise is now at 
Sheerness. ‘These vessels ure known as the “ gem ships,” from the fuct 
of their being named after precious stones; the engines are com- 
pound, with two horizontal cylinders, 57in. and 90in, diameter re- 
spectively, with a stroke of 2ft. Zin, ‘They are exch 200ft. between 
perpendiculrs, with extreme breadth of 40it, The Osprey and Pen- 
guin, two of four screw composite sloops to carry six guns each, of 
1,124 toas, and engines of 900-hore poser ; the Osprey was built’ at 
Sheerness and the Penguin at Glasgow; the latter vesol has ninco 
arrived at Devoupert ‘The Wild Swan, another of this class of vessels, 
was completed anime time since, and the Pelican is not yet finished. 
The Northainpton, one of two 12-g2n double screw irou armour-plated 
ships, of 7,323 tons and 6,000-horse power engines, built at_ Glasgow, 
by Messts. Napier and Sons, ‘The Bacchante, a sister ship to the

Palmer Shipbuilding Company, at Jarrow-on-Tyne, now completing at 
Portauouth, ‘The ne. vessels ordered within the six months to be 
constructed, and for which the necessary preparations have been made, 
include a six-gun screw composite sloop, of 1,124 tons and 900-horse 
power engines, preparing to be built at Sheerness, to be named the 
Gannet. 

‘They are to be of 2,377 tons 
each, with engines of 2,300-horse power, ‘The contract for these newly- 
designed vessels haa been taken by Mesam. Hider and Co, of Glasgow, 
and they are to be named Uary-fort, Champion, Cleopatra, Comus, 
Conquest, and Curagoa, ‘The introduction of steel for the hulls of war 
ships will etfect a considerable diminution of weight, and consequently 
insure increased speed.

The Pelican, a sister ship to the Osprey and 
Penguin, is under constrnetion at Devonport ; a 6-gun composite 
sloop, of 1,124 tons and 900-horse power engines, building at 
Chatham, to be named the Cormorant; two double-screw steel 
despatch vessels, of 3,735 tons each and 7,000-horse power en- 
gines, designed to carry ten guns, are both being built at Devon- 
port, and are to be named Iris and Mercury ; two vessels of the 
Lily’ class, each to carry three guns, of 774 tons of 750-horse 
power engines, nsmed the Cr ndor and Falcon, both launched this year, 
uilding at Devonport and by Messrs. Laird at Birkenhead respect 
ively. Of gunboats, in addition to those previously referred to, there 
are now under constriction six screw cuinposite gunboat, to carry 
four guns each, of 455 tons and 360-horse power engines—two build 
ing by Messrs. J. and G. Thomsen, of Glasgow, to be named the Fire- 
brand and Firefly ; two under construction Ly Earle’s Shipbuilding 
Company at Hull, to be called the Firm and Forester ; and tw» others, 
the Forward and’ Foxhound, being built by the Barrow Shipbuilding 
Company at Barrow-in-Forness ; four 3-gun double screw iron gun- 
boats of 363 tons and engines of $10-horse power, to be vamed re 
epectively Sabrina, Spey, Tay, and Tees, contracted for by the Palmer 
Shipbuilding Company at Jarrow-on-Tyne. ‘There are also four double 
screw iron gunboats, of 264 tons and 158-horse power engines, each to 
carry one gun, ordered to be built at Pembroke, to be called Gadfly, 
Griper, Pincher, and Tickler, but the construction of these boats has 
for some considerable time been suspended.

KNOWLEDGE OF CHINESE. 

The foilowing letter bas appeared in the Srotsman:—It was stated 
in a recent newspaper paragraph that Dr. Lezge, the learned occupant 
of the newly created Chinese Chair at the University of Oxford, was 
unable to boast of asingle student, His occupation, like Othello's, is 

me, But isnot that a pity? ‘There has been a long felt want in the 

ite Settlements for competent Chinese scholars, and late files of 
Singapore papers teem with articles and speeches on the subject. Itix 
proposed that Government should send out cadets to China, in order 
that they may enjoy full pportunity of studying that most difficult 
tongue, and that they should thereafter be drafted into the service of 
the Colonial Government, The Governor (Sir Wm. Jervois) has stated 
that this scheme has met with his most cordial approval, and that be 
hus already referred the inatter to the Home Government. ‘There are, 
it seems, only two Europeaus in the Straits Settlements able to read 
the written language; and as competent interpreters in the various law 
courts are urgently required, and it is constantly needed to translate 
Chinese documents iuto English and official proclamations into Chinese 
it will be sen that there is'a good opening for Englishmen who care 
to qualify themselves for thepost. In other days Scotchmen would have 
rushed to fill the breach, and as, after all, the versatility of an Adinir- 
able Crichton is not necessary here—only three years of somewhat ar- 
duons study—perhaps some young Scot may yet pluck up courage and 
make essay. I have been asked so often for indications of a suitable 
career for young men abroad, that I venture to make this suggestion 
public, Ido soall the more readily since, with a chair at Oxford, 
short residence in China would suflice to perfect candillates in the lan 
guage--I am, &e,—J. 8.

TEA ADULTERATION. 

A mecting has been held in Southwark for the ostensible purpose, 
according toa circular which has been issued, of holding a “ Tea Con- 
ference,” “to take such steps as may be deemed necessary to induce 
the authorities to order the destruction of spurious teas now in bond, 
and prevent in future the imyortation thereof; fix the standard or 
testing points oftea ; and to take such steps as may be deemed neces- 
sary for placing the trde on a more satisfactory basis.” There could 
be no doubt of the usefulness of such an aim, whatever its ultimate 
result, if ovly that it made the public more perfectly acquainted witl 
the true nature of much of the matter nuw put before it as “tea 
It has long been known that much of the so-called “tea” is unwhole- 
some, in some cases because of adulteration before importation, im 
other cases in consequence of its having become unsound after being 
brought into this country, Cases are also on record of tea which bas 
been sunk in the river ‘Thames, and, after recovery, redried at kilng 
which are to be found in “Lower London,” and atbsequently passed 
to the hands of retail dealers, and by them sold at a merely nominal 
sum per pound. “Rotten” tea was also well known in the 
market, although it was said that its condition was “genuine as 
imported,” and, further, that adulteration is not practised to any 
great extent in this country. “Lie” tea, which we believe to be 
caves of tea re-dried and “ faced” or coloured, is also known 
sold, and when to this category is added “tea” which 
consis's of an admixture of herbs, snd, iron-filings, &., it may be 
readily understood that a “conference” which promised to inquire into 
these matters, to disclose them for the benefit of the public, and “to 
take steps to place the trade ona more satisfactory basis,” had a wide 
field of usefnluess before it, The circular also stated that “the amount 
of fictitious tea now in bond ix such as to cause a considerable amount 
of apprehension, not only to the public, but also to the retailer, who 
may, innocently enough, be brought under the penalties of the Food 
and Drugs Act, 1875." Iv is to be regretted that the promise held out 
by the circular was very far from being realised in the “ conference.’ 
‘The main point brought forward was the value of compressed tea above 
“Joose” tea, and Dr. Hardwicke, Coroner for Middlesex, wnd Dr, J. W. 
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latter having been voted to the chair on the sitting of the “ conference”) 
expressed a favourable opinion of it, principally om the ground that 
the “fibre” of the tea was, by the pressure used in the compressing, more 
thoroughly broken and opened, the  theine,” “ volatile oil,” &., being 
“thereby more completely extracted. The four following “ motions ” 
‘were put before the meeting and adopted:—“1. That, in the opinion of 
this meeting, the amount of adulterated and unsound tea in this 
country is such as to caure serious apprehension, not only on the part 
of the public, but in the mind of the retailer, who may be brought 
under the penalties of the Food and Drugs Act for being the holder of 
such tea. It is therefore imperative that the present atate of the trade 
should be brought under the notice of the sunitary authorities and the 
Board of Trade, to procure the destruction of all such tea now in bond 
and to induce the Custom-House authorities to prevent such tea being 
taken in bond for the future. 2 That from competition and the 
reasons stated in the former resolution the position of the tea trade is 
in an unsatisfactory state, and that some s.eps should be taken to place 
it on a sounder basis both as regards the retail profits and the standard 
of excellence. 3. That a critical examination be made of the merits of 
compression and the other methods of treating tea, instituted with a 
riew of eliciting definitely the amount, if any, to which the value of tea 
is enhanced by compression, &c. 4, That a mixed committee of tea 
experts, scientific gentlemen, and representatives of the general public 
be elected to carry out the foregoing objects and report thereon.” These 
smotions having been formally proposed and seconded, the “ conference” 
~closed with a vote of thanks to Dr. Tripe, as chairman.

The fourth meeting of the Royal Geographical Society for the pre- 
sent session was held on the 8th inst., at the University of London. 
The President, Sir Rutherford Alcock, occupied the chair. The minutes 
of the last meeting having 
said that before the minutes were confirmed he desired to bring under 
the notice of the meeting a subject in which many of the Fellows 
took a considerable interest—namely, the regulations made by the 
officers of the Society for their accommodation at the meeting lately 
held in St. James's-hall, under the presidency of the Prince of Wales. 
On an occasion like that to which he referred he could not but think 
that it was very strange the comfort and convenience of the Fellows 
should have been, as he might say, altogether ignored. They had been 
treated in a manner which he believed was unprecedented, and when 
he found on inquiry the extent to which patronage tickets had beeu 
issued, he would say it was also not becoming on the part of such a 
Society. No less than 500 patronage ticketa had, he found, been issued 
and 300 seats reserved in the best part of the Hall. The President 
said he must rule that the speaker was not in order. That was nct an 
occasion on which the question could be entertained whether the Coun- 
cil had exercised the powers conferred on them well or wisely or judi- 
ciously. He had only to consider whether the speaker was or was not 
im order. Sir Mordaunt Wells bowed to the decisiun of the President, 
but desired to ask a question on the subject of the papers reud at the 
last meeting. It wes quite impossible, owing to the manner in which 
that meeting was held, for.any of the members to enter, at that meeting, 
into a discussion in reference to the Expedition to the North Pole. 
The President again ruled that the speaker was out of order. The 
question did not arise out of tho minutes before the present meeting. 
Sir Mordaunt Wells said that as the President so ruled he was bound 
by his decision, At the same time he begged respectfully, on behalf 
of many Fellows who were not then present, to protest against the sys- 
tem which had been adopted at the lust meeting. The minutes of the 
last meeting were then confit med. 

Mr. Robert Michell then proceeded to read a paper on “The Russian 
Expedition to the Alai and Pamir,” rituated on the borders of Turkes- 
tan, between the 73rd and 76th degrees of longitude. The expedition, 
-although accompanied by “flying columns,” was of a scientific and not 
of a military character, and had resulted ia much interesting informa- 
tion, which was mentioned in detail, as to the physical features of the 
country, The paper consisted to some extent of a translation of the 
reports of the Russian officers who hacl visited the regions in question, 
and gave some accounts of the tribes by which they are inhabited. 
discussion of a technical character, principally relating to the phyeical 
characteristics of the district, followed, in which Colonel Yule, Sir 
Henry Rawlinson, Sir Douglas Forsyth, General Strachey, and Sir 
George Campbell, M.P., took part. The President, in winding up the 
discussion, observed that the regions visited by the expedition and de- 
scribed in the paper were, perhaps, the leust known in Central Asia, 
‘They contained vast and confused ranges of mountains, some of the 
peaks of which were among the highest in the world. He trusted that 
when further expeditions of the kind were organised steps would be 
taken by our Government to secure that at least two Englishmen of 
requisite scientific attainment should be allowed to accompany them. 

it was a matter which, be thought, the Society might reasonably 
press upon the corsideration of the Government. There was, of course, 
much political interest attached to such expeditions, but that was a 
subject on which, as a Society, they could not touch. He hoped now 
that Sir T. Wade's Convention with China had opened Mongolia to 
them that no opportunity would be lost of sending scientific men with 
any expeditions which went into this unknown district. A vote of 
‘thanks to Mr. Michell closed the proceedings. 

HEALTH IMPROVEMENT IN GREAT CITIES. 

On tho 8th inst. the first of two lectures on this subject was given 
‘#t the London Institution by Dr, B. W. Richardson, F.R.S. Having 
sketched in a lucid and interesting manner the progress of sanitary 
science since the treatise of the Rev. Stephen Hales, rector of Ted- 
dington, Ly carer in 1733—from which time all our new knowledge of 
a sanitary kind might be dated—the lecturer summed up the matter in 
the following requirements :—Pureair, pure water, freedum from damp, 

sunlight, and equable temperature, which were the five fingers of the 
right hand of health. Dr. Richardson then drew a picture of the sort of 
house which he-should like to see take the place of the one that he 
condemned. He would build a house on a basement of three arches, 
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which should be thoroughly ventilated and applied to various purposes, 
but which should have no direct communication with the house. Hig 
staircase he would have in a separate shaft at the back, each floor com- 
municating with it by adoar, s0 that the floore would be what might 
be called flate, and each of them could be ventilated independently. A 
lift and the water-closets he would dispose in a similar manner. 

the third floor he would placo the kitchen at the front, and the ser- 
vants' dormitories at the back, and from a pipe in the kitchen hot 
water could be conveyed to every floor, which should have its separate 
sink and dust shaft, so that there would Ye no going up and dowa 
stairs with pails and dust-boxes. At the top of the house he would 
have, on a firm, almost level, asphalted roof, a brick and giass-covered 
garden, equal in extent to the urea of the house. Into this the stair- 
shaft would finally enter, and any emanations from the lower part of 
the house wonld be eaten up wholesomely by the living vegetation, 
Heated readily from the kitchen the garden might have at all times a 
summer temperature ; the children could engage in luxurious and 
healthful play ; the ladies would find vccupation in the cultivation of 
flowers and evergreens, and in it the sterner sex might spend those 
hours which were now found so unspeakably dull, owing to the mono- 
tony of one or two rooms. In thix garden, with the pleasant, the na- 
tural, and the beautiful, Health would be trained, and Happiness, her 
dependent sinter, nourished. 








Crown AcrsTs For THE CoLontes.—Au important improvement is 
about to be made in that department of the Colonial-ofhce to which 
the management of the Crown Colonies is entrusted. ‘The present 
Crown Agents are Sir Penrose Julian, C.B., K.C.M.G., and Mr, C. Ser- 
geaunt. ‘The Colonial Secretary has determined on appointing a third 
agent, the gentleman selected being Lieutenant Ommancy, the military 
private secretary to Lord Carnarvon. In additioa to this, an increase 
of salary is to be given to the whole staff of the department, in recog 
nition of the recent increase in their duties. No application to Parlia- 
ment for funds to meet the proposed increase of expenditure is needed, 
as there is an accutnulation of nearly £100,000 colonial balances avail- 
able for the purpose. 

‘Tus officers of customs in London have just stopped what was 
doubtless the commencement of a most nefarious trade. They have 
seized a harmnless-looking fluid which, on analysis, proved to be nico- 
tine, The importation, which was from Hamburg, was exceedingly 
small in bulk, being atout twenty-three gills. Its terrible potency 
may, however, be imagined from the fact that it was the produce of 
2,500 Ib. of tobacco aweepings mixed with alcohol, ‘The presumed in- 
tention of the Hamburg chemist was that it should be used as a ready 
means of converting our early York cabbages into the finest Havana 
tobacco. The Commissfoners of Customs retained a sample for their 
museum, and ordered the rest of the fluid to be returned to the port 
of shipment. 

A DEPARTMENTAL difference abont the place in London for the sitting 
of the Wreck Commissioner has arisen. The Wreck Commissioner bas 
only consented to sit at Poplar provisionally and as an experiment, and 
persists in considering the region of the Admiralty Court in Westinin- 
ster Hall as his proper and permanent abiding place. It is believed 
that the Lord Chancellor supports him in this contention. The Board 
of Trade take the other view, and have written that no judge, however 
competent, sitting at Westminster can command the respect of the 
seafaring population so thoroughly as a judge at Poplar. 

‘Tue excavations at Olympia have produced new valuable results. 
‘The horses’ necks of a quadriga, and the torso of a female figure havo 
been discovered, so that only four or five figures are still wanting for 
the reconstruction of the whole frontispiece composition, The most 
important find is a well-preserved female head, the creation of Alka- 
menes, the “ second master after Phidias,” as Pausanias calls him. A 
metric dedicatory inscription was also discovered, which Pausanias had 
read, but not copied. ‘The inscription is perfectly preserved. 

THEE is a project very much talked of just now of a daily illus- 
trated paper for London after the fashion of the New York Dui/y Gra- 
phic, which has been in existence for two or three years, and is under- 
stood to be a success. There is still a certain improvement necessary 
in the reproducing process in order to facilitate the enterprise, but 
when this has been attained, as it is believed certain to be, the attempt 
at an illustrated daily paper will, we believe, positively be made. 

‘Tue receipts on account of revenue from the Ist April, 1876, when 
there was a balance of £5,119,587, to January 6 were £54,810,026, 
against £54,695,119 in the corresponding period of the preceding finan- 
cial year, which be with a balance of £6,265,322. The net expen- 
diture was £60,933,820, against £60.587,546 to the same date in the 
previous year. ‘The Treasury balances amounted to £1,372,113, and at 
the same date in 1875 to £2,013,188.

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SIR THOMAS WADE’S RETURN. 

In our last number we announced the return of Sir 
Tuomas Wang, Her Majesty's Minister in China, after 
bringing to a conclusion, which we trust may prove satis- 
factory, his arduous labours in the settlement of the Mar- 

ary difficully, and in the arrangement of the terms of the 

hefoo Convention. There can, we think, be little doubt 
that this Convention will be ratified by Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, and we trust that the details in it which have 
still to be dealt with will be settled upon a basis such as 
will permanently secure the advantages which the Conven- 
tion, if bona fide adhered to by the Chinese authorities, is 
calculated to produce. The address which Sir THomas 
Wave made to the residents at Shanghai, prior to his, 
departure, gives us some insight into the motives which 
have influenced him in arriving at the present settlement of 
the Yunnan difficulty. Although he does not—as in fact 
could scarcely be expected—state so in so many words, it 
is evident that our Minister himself does not look upon the 
settlement which he has arrived at as in every respect satis- 
factory. -There is, unfortunately, one great hiatus in it, 
which it is impossible to gloss over. The main result 
which it was hoped would be secured by the Grosvenor 
Mission and the long negotiations at Peking has not been 
attained. No accurate account has been arrived at as to 
who was immediately responsible for the murder of Mr. 
Marary, and no satisfactory security has been given that 
the Chinese Government will hunt out the culprits and 
bring them to justice. That this would be the case must 
have become apparent to Sir THomAS WADE so soon as he 
heard the results of the Grosvenor Mission. As yet there 
is no official information as to what those results were, but 
there seems to be little room to doubt that the inquiry was 
abortive, so far as finding out and punishing the malefac- 
tors were concerned. At the same time it would be unjust 
to deny that considerable praise is due to Sir THoMas 
‘Wane for what he has succeeded in accomplishing. If he 
has not done all that he wished, he has atleast accom- 
plished all that was possible. Deplorable as the murder 
of Mr. Marcary was, it did not amount to an out- 
rage of a sufficiently grave character to be made a 
casus belli, 80 long as the Chinese authorities showed 
a willingness to do the best they could with a view to find- 
ing out and punishing the delinquents, and to preventing 
the recurrence of a similar outrage in the future. Pending 
further information than we have at present, we may fairly 
assume that a diplomatist of Sir Tuomas Wapr’s length- 
ened experience has been careful to satisfy himself fully 
upon both these points. If he found that the failure to 
punish the offenders did not result from unwillingness on 
the part of the Chinese Government to do so, but from 
their inability, in consequence of the defective means of 
intercommunication and the want of organisation in the 
public administration, to bring the arm of the law to bear 
upon the culprits with sufficient rapidity, it was only wise 
and reasonable for him to accept the fact and to throw all 
the force of his influence into inducing them to take due 
measures to prevent arepetition of such an offence. In this 
he appears to have succeeded much more completely than 
‘was considered likely to be the case froin previous attempts 
in the same direction. The proclamation agreed to has 
































been duly posted ; and a more conciliatory epi than is 
usually manifested by the Chinese has been displayed. 
So far we may hope that the Yunnan outrage has been 
settled upon a reasonable, if not altogether a satis- 
factory basis, and passing to the commercial portion 
of the Convention, we have undoubted reason for con- 
gratulation upon the general terms which have been 
agreed upon. We trust, however, that sufficient secu 
rity will be obtained that the new regulations 4s to 
the transit dues will be respected; and that the result 
of the present Convention may not be that the exist- 
ing exactions upon foreign trade will be continued only 
with the name changed to lekin dues. This danger is so - 
obvious that we cannot but believe that Sir THomas 
Wane has been careful to guard against it, and that he 
will obtain from the Chinese an agreement for carrying 
out the new provisions such as will prevent any such un- 
satisfactory result. We shall look with interest for the 
publication of the Convention in its final form, after rati- 
fication, before which no doubt this and other points will 
be cleared up satisfactorily, either with the Chinese Ambas- 
sador now shortly expected, or by reference, if necessary, to 
Peking. 


THE REBELLION IN JAPAN. 

THE details which have been brought by recent mails of 
the rebellion in Japan, of which a short account was trans- 
mitted by telegram, are satisfactory as showing that dan- 
gerous opposition to the present order of things is not to 
be apprehended ; but, at the same time, are less reassuring 
in so far as they indicate the state of feeling generally ex- 
isting in the country, The outbreak appears to have been 
organised mainly with a view of overthrowing the exist- 
ing Government, and not from any hostility to the MIkabo. 
It was thus rather in the nature of a revolt than a revo- 
lution, and though, had it not been speedily suppressed, it 
might have assumed the latter character. The immediate 
cause of the outbreak appears on all hands to be admitted 
to be the oppressive measures which the existing Govern- 
ment has adopted against the ancient gentry of the 
country, since the revolution which deprived them of their 
power. The last straw which broke the camel's back in 
the present instance appears beyond doubt to have been 
the strong step recently taken by the Government, by 
which the above-named class were deprived at one blow 
of the larger portion of their revenues. An insurrection, 
headed by a Samurai named MAYEBARA, was the result, and 
the garrison of Kumamoto, together with nearly all the 
officials of the district, were surprised and cut to pieces 
on the 26th October last. Vigorous action on the part 
of the Government troops put down the rising in 
little more than a fortnight, MAYEBARA and the most im- 
portant ringleaders being captured. Our Yokohama cor- 
respondent states that a commission has been appointed 
to try the insurgents; but it is expected that the Govern- 
ment, relying upon its strength, will be content with the 
execution of the chief movers. It is sincerely to be hoped 
not only that they will display moderation in this respect, 
but also that the present Administration will take warning 
by the outbreak, that it behoves them to exercise their 
powers with moderation, and that oppressive and unjust 
measures cannot be resorted to even by the most powerful 
Governments with impunity. 


A LETTER, given in another column, which has appeared 
in the Scolsman, signed with the initials—well known to 
China residents—of “J. S. D.,” recommends young Scots 
to “pluck up courage,” and learn Chinese, with a view of 
obtaining appointments in the Straits or in China. We 
deem it right to raise a warning voice to any who may be 
inclined to follow the advice given, until some new ar- 
rangements be made at the Colonial and the Foreign Offices 
with reference to the appointment of interpreters ; as, other- 
wise, those who may devote three or four years to the study 
of Chinese will find themselves grievously disappointed at 
the end of the time. At present those who are designed 
tor Government interpreters are sent out to Hong Kong 
and China to learn the language at those places, The 
qualifications for appointments are influence in Government 
quarters and general educational attainments ; and a know- 





| of Chinese forms no part of the requirements. Until this 
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system is altered it would clearly be premature for anyone 
to enter upon the study of Chinese with the hope of obtain- 
ing an appointment; and, while we trust some change in 
the method of providing interpreters will ere long be made, 
we would certainly not advise energetic young men—Scots 
or others—to adopt the study of Chinese as a means of en 
tering upon a suitable career abroad. 





A SOMEWHAT curious telegram is forwarded by the 
Berlin correspondent of the Daily News to the effect, 
namely, that it is probable that Germany and England 
will soon send men-of-war to the Philippine Islands for. 
common action against the obstacles which Spain puts in 
the way of their commerce with the Sooloos. The report 
is, however, contradicted by the Berlin Official Gazette, 
which announces that the German schooner Minna, which 
had been seized by a Spanish man-of-war near the Sooloo 
Islands, was released in November last, in consequence of 
telegraphic orders from the Spanish Government. The 
Gazette calls attention to the agreement concluded in April, 
1876, between England, Germany, and Spain, in accordance 
with which neither Spain nor Sooloo has a right to restrict 
direct commercial intercourse with the ports of the Sooloo 
Archipelago. The German Consul was therefore (says the 
Gazette) perfectly justified in clearing the Minna direct to 
Sooloo, Considering the friendly relations subsisting 
between the German and Spanish Governments, it is 
hoped that the negotiations which have again been opened 
will speedily lead to a complete and unrestricted exercise 
of the freedom of commercial relations which had pre- 
viously been recognised. 


WE give elsewhere a letter from a correspondent with 
reference to the new Companies Ordinance, which was pro- 
posed in the Hong Kong Legislative Council. He holds 
that the Chief Justice over-estimated the bearing of the 
measure, as it would not have the effect of making the

THE PROPOSED NEW COMPANIES’ ORDINANCE 

FOR HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of the Loadon and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Permit me to call attention to one or two points in con- 
nection with the above-named measure, which I do not think 
have been adequately set forth in the reports which have conie 
forward of the proceedings in the Legislative Council, and with- 
out which, an undue importance would appear to attach to the 
opposition to the measure which was made by Chief Justice 
Smale. The original Ordinance for effecting this change was in 
troduced into the Council some months back, with the object of 
permitting a particular company to subdivide its shares from 
one of $1,500 to three of $500; and the second O:dinance—the 
one now under notice—was brought forward as it was thought 
the authorities here approved more of a general measure than a 
measure affecting onl; a special company. There was, therefore, 
nothing so unusual, as the Chief Justice appeared to think, in the 
re-introduction of the Ordinance; and I would submit that he 
over-estimates the effects which the measure is calculated to 
roduce. 

T do not deny that it would be dangerous in Hong Kong for 
companies with shares of very small denomination to be estab- 
lished, sarocially in conjunction with limited liability; but no 
such result would immediately have followed the passing of the 
proposed measure in the particular case which it would have 
effected, as shares of $500 or say £100 are large enough not to 
be liable to fall into very weak hands, In point of fact, they 
would remain in very much the same hands as they are in at pre- 
sent, that is, those of the average mercantile men in China, and 
I cannot help thinking that a measure to which in reality no 
valid objection existed has been somewhat unfortunately thrown 
out in consequence of its effects being largely overrated.—I am, 
Cay A Cuisa Mercnayt.

Cueroo.—Dr. Carmichael reports that the health of the com- 
munity was unusually good, only one death having occurred 
among Europeans, and this being of a child during dentition. 
He uotices that fevers, dysentery, and diarrhoea, so common in 
the South, are seldom found at Chefoo, and that those which are 
met with are generally imported from the South. _ In most cases, 
however, they yielded to small doses of quinine. It appears that 
the cold weather has the effect of “bringing them out.” Dr. 
Carmichael notices an unpleasant visitor from Japan, in the form 
of a peculiar fever of the typhus character, to which it seems all 
nationalities are subject. It appears to be of a severe nature 
but not very fatal, as only two deaths took place out of a total of 
fifty cases which came under the doctor’s notice. 

Curyxtaye.—Dr. A. R. Platt reports that the health of the 
foreign community has been good, but there has been scarcely 
an individual of it but what has been atfilicted with some form 
of disease, more or less grave ; but all cases have yielded readily 
to treatment, doubtless foe to the exceptionally h ‘ 
ings. No death among foreigners has occurred. Small-pox has 
Deen epidemic, and deaths in the city and suburbs very nume- 
rous ; but the three cases recorded are stated by Dr. Platt to have 
been so very mild in form that they more properly come under 
the head of varioloid. 

Koxiane.—Dr.J. Jardinereports that duringthe twelve months 
Unuer nouce tne heaith of the community bas been good. No 
epidemics have prevailed among foreigners or natives, and no 
deaths have occurred among the former. The diseases that have 
come under notice during the period have heen of a mild type, 
and, with two or three exceptions, have yielded to the usual 
treatment. Dr. Jardine notes a simple and useful mode of 
curing the troublesome skin disease known as Urticaria, namely, 
by baths made by boiling common pine-wood shavings in water. 

le says thal tar appears to be the chief agent in the bath, and as 
this is an agreeable way of using it, it may prove useful in this 
form in other cases of skin diseases where this remedy is indi- 
cated. 

Tamsvl AND KeLune.—Dr. B. 8. Ringer states that during 
the heat of the summer a few cases of rather severe diarrhoea, 
attended with occasional vomiting and febrile disturbance, oc- 
curred at the tea settlement, T'watutia. He is inclined to believe 
the cause was malarious, as the ueighbourhood is surrounded by 
swampy paddy fields and vegetable gardens that are watered 
with sigutiied human excrement, and in no case was the attack 
traceable to any indiscretion in diet ; however, ina week or two, 
under ordinary treatment and a change for a day or two at the 
sea-side,each case terminated favourably. In Kelung one or two 
cases of ague have been noted ; which may probably be accounted 
for by the dampness of the climate and the fact that the foreign 
residences are for the most part built at the foot of a steep hill. 
No fatal cases, however, have to be recorded. 

Taxow ax Ta1wanFoo.—Dr. T. Rennie states that the health 
‘of the foreign community was not so good as in past winters. 
There were no fewer than five of the community who suffered 
from repeated attacks of simple intermittent fever. Four out of 
the five cases had their origin in a locality which has for some 
time been admitted to be decidedly malarious, and out of which 
situation it is very seldom that among the Europeans a case of 
malarious fever appears. Of those affected with fever, two, 
beyond the anxiety of the disease while it lasted, had no further 
sutfering; a third was rendered very anemic, and a fourth, who 
had formerly suffered from ayue and enlarged spleen, had on, 
the preseut ‘occasion much turgescence of both liver and spleen 
‘on the legs irritable ulcers formed. which were with difficulty 
healed, and when healed, broke out with a fresh attack of fever. 

Nivoro.—Dr. J. H. Mackenzie reports that during the year 
under notice the health of the foreign community has been very 
good, and that only one death took place during that period. As 
usual the predominating complaints were diarrhoea aud dyspepsia, 
the months of June, July and Angust having contributed the 
greatest number of cases of the former disease, the latter being 
distributed throughout the whole year. In most instances fruit 
was the cause of diarrhcea; and people cannot be too careful as 
regards both the quantity and the quality of the fruit they con- 
suiue, Several casesof severe purging and vomiting came under 
notice, caused by eating clams and other shell-fish, and al- 
though alarming at the time, were easily managed. A few cases 
of dysentery occurred, but only one of them of a serious char- 
acter. 

Swatow.—Dr. Scott reports that the general health of Euro- 
pean residents for the six months ending March 31, 1876, was 
good. Fonr deaths—a large number for so small a community 
—veeurred, but only one case, namely, of abscess of liver, could 
be traced to theeffects of climate. This rumber of deaths is quite

Amor.—Dr. Mangon reports :—The past winter has been a 
very healthy one. There have been no deaths among the foreign 
residents. Among sailors there has been one death, in the month 
of October, from congestive apoplexy. The case was that of a 
negro, about forty years old, who had not previously complained 
of bad health. He died suddenly while engaged ir mending a 
sail on the ship’s deck. At the post-mortem eximination nothing 
was discovered beyond an intense congestion of the vessels of 
the surface of the brain and of the brain substance. 

Foocnow.—Dr. Somerville gives an eluborate series of meteoro- 
logical observations, and traces the connection between the wea- 
ther aud health, He notes that “ malarious” diseases are rare 
at Foochow even during the hot season ; and that zymotic dis- 
eases, so fatal at home, have hardly any existence there, with the 
exception of typhoid fever, which appears in sporadic cases now 
and again. Of the deaths which have occurred during the last 
fourteen years, most have been caused by dysentery. 

‘Trestsix.—Dr. Frazer states that the health of the foreign 
community was very good during the past half-year. No deaths 
occurred, and no serious cases of disease or injury came under 
observation. 

Snaxanat.—Dr. R. Alex. Jamieson reports that according to 
the Municipal Burials Register there were forty-five deaths 
during the half-year ending March 31, 1876, among the foreign 
community, from which, subtracting twenty-one deaths among 
non-residents, we obtain twenty-four as the number among the 
residents, eight of which occurred among infants under three 
years of age. The mortality from disease among forcign resi- 
dents is thus reduced to sixteen (fourteen males aud two feimales), 
as against seventeen during the same period of 1875. During 
October and the e: part of November a brief and limited epi- 
demic of cholera passed over Shanghai. An epidemic of measles 
occurred during the latter part of the half-year. The cases were 
of rather more than average severity, but noue were fatal. 





























is THE TRADE OF SIAM. 

The subjoined report by Mr. Knox, Her Majesty's 
Consul-General in Siam, on the trade of the year 1875 has 
been issued trom the Foreign-oftice :— 

‘A larger number of vessels entered this port during the year 
1875 than in any previous year. ‘The aygregate tonnage 
amounted to 213,174 tons, and of these 110,625 were British. 
The following table represents the British shipping and the 


value of their cargoes during the past three years :-—

amount of rice exported during 1875 was in excess of all 
previous years by about 1,000,000 piculs, There is, however, no 
reason to believe that this arises from new land being brought 
into cultivation, but simply that the season was a good one, and 
the demand for rice in China was constant throughout the year. 
Burmah and Cochin China having the advantage of telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the world, and their trade being 
ona more regular footing, the rice from those countries is all 
taken away as soon as it is ready. In Siam the export, though 
far less on the whole than in either of those countries, continues 
throughout the year. I fear there is little reason to believe that 
Siam will produce, at least. for some time to come, more rice 
than she does at present. Nothing is done to encourage the cul- 
tivators, and a system of advances made by oflicials on the crops 
is growing up, which eventually takes all profit ont of their 
hands. The only business that shows signs of increasing is that 
of teak, If this trade were encouraged it would rise to great 
importance, but as the Government does nothing but collect the 
duty on the timber, and those engaged in the trade have but 
little capital, it has to struggle against many difliculties. The 
production of sugar is yearly diminishing. 

The fact is the country is overtaxed. Nearly all the profits 
made by producers are taken from them by the Government or 
the numerous officials, who are largely in excess of what is re- 
quired either for maintaining order or for the purposes of admi- 
nistration. No part of the taxes obtained by Government is 
spent for the benefit of the people or for the encouragement of 
trade; it is either hoarded or sett on useless frivolities. There 
is no business of any sort in which a Siamese can engage which 
does not immediately bring him face to face with the tax- 
gatherer. 











GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawpuna, Jax. 9. 
Before this report reaches ite destination the great election battle 
will have been fought, and we shal] know whether the Liberal party 
has been strong enongh to keep the destructive element down. Great 
exertions seem to have been made on both sides, but they are by no 
means to be compared with what is generally done in England in such 
cases, and the money spent here upon political agitation purposes would 
amount to but a very small sum in comparison with the enormous 
funds which are expended in England to secure the victory for one 
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candidate or the other. In two districts here the Liberal candidates 
will probably be carried through, but in the third the result is very 
questionable. 


The Hamburg-American Steamship Company has sustained yet 
another misfortune, in the form of an accident to one of its steamers. 
The Saxonia, s.., Captain Frobvess, from the West Indies, ria Plymouth 
and Havre, to Hamburg, on Friday last stranded on the islind of Heli- 
goland, and is reported a total loss. The cause of this disaster, the 
third which has occurred in a few months, the captain attributes to 
the new fog-signals which have been fired since the month of November 
last on the island, and of which the captain knew nothing, as the ships- 
husband of the company had forgotten to instruct one of the agents at 
Plymouth or Havre to make the captain acquainted with this new 
means for the protection of shipping. ‘There being a fog at the time, 
these signals when heard by the captain were mistaken by him for the 
gun-fire from the outer lizhtship, and without thinking it necessary to 
take a single cast of the lead, which no doubt would have shown him 
his error, he altered his course accordingly, and steered his ship direct 
to destruction. The Saxonia, a sister-ship to the unfortunate Austria 
(burned at sea in 1859), was insured to her full value, aud the company 
therefore suffers no loss. Tho captain of the Goethe, as. recently 
stranded at La Plata, baa been arrested by the Government of Uruguay 
for some reason not yet known, The German Consul declining to 
protect the captain, the company by telegraph has requested the 
Germau Ambassador to investigate the affair. The particulars are as 
zetanknown, but itis not very unlikely that one of our ironclade may 
we to pay a visit to the little Republic. : 


The weather has been very mild, last Sunday Leing actually spring- 
like, and many people availed themselves of the opportunity to enjoy 
the fresh air. To-day it blows almost a hurricane from the S.W., with 
heavy rain and an unusually high thermometer. To the northward, 
especially in Sweden and Norway, fearful masses of ancw have fallen, 
and the railways have been go much obstructed that, for example, the 
mails from Stockholm and other plices have for a whole week been 
missing. In Russia the extreme frost has disappeared, and at present 
the usual winter climate is prevailing. In some parts of Russia and in 
Denmark the frost at times hus been so severe thnt numbers of wild 
fowl, such as ducks, geese, &., have been found frozen to death. 


Another fatal disaster has happened on our river, in which an Eng- 
lish vessel is involved. The Hamburg barjue Hercules, from Akyab, 
after a voyage of 216 days arrived in the river, and while being towed 
up, was run into by the English steamer Alford, Captain Mallet, bound 
to London, The collision happened at half-past five in the morning, 
and the barque went down almost immediately, and the Alford, s.., 
returned to harbour with a large hole in her bow, and with her fore 
compartment full of water. . 


‘A very melancholy rumour was circulated here last night. ‘The Ger- 
man corvette Vineta, at present in China waters, was said to have been 
lost on the China coast, with all the crew, except the commander and a 
few other officers. The Admiralty to-day formally contradicted this 
rumour, adding at the same time that the Vineta on the 30th December 
last left Yokohama for Manila all well. Notwithstanding this an- 
nouncement some uneasiness is still perceptible. 


The Russian Government promulgated a decree in December last, 
sccording to which all import duties from January 1, 1877, are to be 
levied in gold instead of paper currency as heretofore, but the Govern- 
ment has since granted a postponement of the measure till January 13, 
All goods reaching the frontier and the Custom-houses before the 13th 
inst. will pay duty in paper currency. 

The inundation of the River Nogat is still increasing, and the waters 
are spreading over all the neighbouring lands, A great many villages 
are deserted by their inhabitants, and the ruin of buildings and pi 
perty makes further progress every hour. The floating ice is carried 
with great force against the walls of the edifices in the inundated vil- 
lages, and does much mischief. :

The Members of both the Chambers are still enjoying their holidays, 

and consequently a lull prevails in politics. ‘The papers are busy with 

discussing the pro and con of the Bill to alter or to improve our

lower class educational system. Mr. Heemskerk, who has done all he 
could to avoid the rocks and quicksands of politics, and to remain good 
friends with all parties, did not of cuurse dare to propose a radical mea- 
sure, His Bill, therefore, bears a most uncertain character, so that 
instead of friends he has only created foes. Only a very few newspapers 
support the Bill, and the large majority condemn it on the ground 
that it is only a half measure. It may safely be foretold that, if ite 
provisions are not enormously changed by amendments, there is not 
the least chance that the measure will be carried. I need scarce y say 
that muny-are of opinion that a Ministerial crisis is near at hand. The 
Education question is not the only stumbling-block the way; the 
Reform Bill, the reorganisation of our system of taxation, the question 
of national defence, &c., are all matters by which the Ministers may 
come to grief. 

According to a statistical return of our shipping trade during the 
year 1876, 7,495 vessels arrived from foreign porta in our harbours, 
whilst 7,511 sailed. Iam glid to say that the new canal from this 
town to the North Sea is gradually improving, so that the traffic bes 
comes larger and larger. Since the Ist of November, when it was in- 
angurated, 243 vessels, measnring 81,987 tons, have passed through. 
‘The canal has already proved a great benefit to our town. Cattle, for 
instance, were formerly almost exclusively shipped to England, via 
Rotterdam, but for some weeks 1 lar service has been opened 
to convey sheep from North Holland to your country. When the canal 
is completed so as to admit ships of the largest tonnage (which will be 
the case on the Ist of August) attention will be fixed more and more 
on the plan for making dry land of the Zuyderzee. 

‘The French Minister of Public Works, Mf. Christophe, has honoured 
our country with a visit. His aim was’ to study our railway system 
and to examine our public works, He only remained three days in 
Utrecht, Rotterdam, aud here, so that his inspection must have been 
somewhat hurried. 

The Steamship Company “Nederland” published on Ist January 
a new tariff for passenger fares. The principal alteration is that children 
under two years are carried free, whilst formerly only a child under 
eleven months was allowed a free passage. 

The largest ironclad of our flect, the Konigder Nederlanden, has been 
fitted out, aud will start for Batavia on the 15th March. 

AMSTERDAM, JAN. 11. 

‘The members of the Sumatra Expedition—a few only excepted —will 
start on the 13th inst, by the steamer Conrad, The amount subscribed. 
for this geographical expedition is sufficient to enable the members to 
remain in the island for one year. The committee, however, is of opis 
nion that so much more will be contributed that it will become possible 
to extend the operations for at least two years. The leaders of the 
expedition are Messrs, J. Schonn Santvoort and D. D. Veth. 

In the course of this year 2,500 soldiers will be sent to Java in order 
to reinforce the East India army.

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The trade in Colonial Produce has been limited, except ss regards 
Coffee and Sugar. Prices, in general, are well maintained. 

Corrre.—Bueiness has been very lively, and important lots have 
changed hands both for actual wants and for export. The unfavour- 
able news from Rio about the crop and the very small stocks have in- 
fluenced this market enormously. The value of good ordinary Java is 
57e. to B7he. ; of Malang 58c. to 58hc. About 20,000 bales, ex dif- 
ferent vessele, have been sold at secret prices. The stock includes 
322,000 bs., against 663,500 bs. in 1875. Floating, on December 31, 
413,200 bs., against 211,000 bs. on that date in 1875. 

Tea is very quiet for the moment, in waiting for the forthcoming 
public sales. The nominal quotations are: — Good ordinary China 
Congou, 75:. to 80c. ; Java, 65¢. to 70c. ; ditto Souchong, 80c. to 85c. ;

Gambier is also 
in demand at higher quotations. Sugar is very dull. Spices are 
in large supply, and Mace and Nutmegs have declined in value.

The total quantity of tea delivered from the bonded warehouses 
in London for the week ended with the 6th inst., Was 3,416,715 1bs., 
of which 2,373,043 Ibs. was for home consuinption, 499,225 Ibs. 
was removed coastwise, 327,252 ]ba, was exported, 214,562 Ibs, 
was sent coastwise for exportation, and 2,633 Ibs, was for ships’ 
stores, while the amount of duty received during the same period 
was £59,326. 

It is announced that the Customs authorities have made an 
important concession to the tea trade.

The tenders for the India Council drafts and telegraphic trans- 
fers on the 10th inst. show that there is still a fair demand for 
means of remittance to the East. The 35 lacs of rupees were 
allotted as under:—£183,300 on Calcutta, and £16,700 on Madr 
applicants at 1s. 10d. for drafts, and 1s, 10 1-16d. for telegraphic 
transfers, receiving about 16 per cent., while on Bombay £150,000 
was taken in bills, applicants at 1s.

The Suez Canal Company held a meeting of the shareholders

Maritime Commerce. The text of this Convention is as follows: — 

“ Between M. Ferdinand de Lesseps, G.C.S.1., &¢, Managing Pr 
dent of the Company of the Suez Maritime Canal, with full powers 
from the Board, on the one part; and Colonel John Stokes, U.B., &e., 
authorised by the Government of Her British Majesty, on the other 
part, the following has been agreed{upon:—Article 1. M. de Lesseps 
engages to get accepted by the said Company all that has Leen dune at 
Constantinople relative to the question of tonnage for the tariff of 
transit by the Suez Canal, cunformably with the final Repert of the In- 
ternational Commission of the 13th of December, 1873, and adopted by 
the Ottoman Porte. Article 2. In return for this de tion, the Bri- 
tish Government will undertake negotiations, the result uf shich will 
de to replace the present provision on the reductiunof the sutiax by an 
arrangement in virtue of which the first reduction of 50c. commences 
on the lst of January, 1877; the second reduction of 50e. on the Ist. 
of January, 1872; the third, on the Ist of January, 1381; the fourth 
on the lat of January, 1882; the fifth, on the Ist of January, 1883; the 
sixth, on the Ist of January, 1884: so that after the last date the au 
is extinet, and the maximum of f.10 per ton of nett oficial freight is 
alone to Le levied. Article 3. M. de Lesxeps engages that the company 
will execute the extraordinary worka of construction over and above 
the works of ordinary maintenance for a sum of £.1,600,000 per annum 
during thirty years,” Article 4, As soon as the British Government he 
communicated to M. de Leaseps the fayourab'e resntt of the negotiatio 
referred to in Article 2, M. de Lesseps will withdraw all his protests 
against the Ottoman Porte.”

The Board of Trade Returns for December and for h 
twelve months have been issued, and again show that the unsatis- 
factory position of the export trade continues. The value of 
the imports of foreign and colonial produce for the month 
amounted to £29,105,022, against £32,114,441 in the corres- 
ponding period of 1875 and £28,683,186 iu 1874. For the year 
ending December 31st the value of the imports was £377,003,771, 
against £373,941,125 in 1875 and £370,054,894 in 1874. The 
imports of raw cotton have decreased 9 per cent. in quantity, but 
as much as 22 per cent. in value; raw silk decreased 334 per 
cent, in quantity, but only 4] per cent, in value ; wool increased
